We have known George Swift for over two decades now and in 
that time our friendship and respect has only grown. His demeanor 
is humble and for many years we were unaware that he was a 
member of Chicago's illustrious Swift family, which revolutionized 
the meat industry in the late 1800s, and in the early 1900s grew to 
become one of the nation's largest employers. George's numismatic 
collecting interests are numerous, and in our ANA World's Fair of 
Money paper money session we are honored to offer Florida State, 
obsolete banknotes, and private scrip from his collection formed 
over two decades. 

Bruce Hagen first met George at the 1989 FUN convention just 
prior to joining R.M. Smythe & Co. It was there that Bruce and 
George's friendship began. In subsequent shows and conventions, 
George bought numerous notes from Bruce and Doug Ball and 
later started to bid in auctions for rarer items. 

There is a great deal of collector interest in Florida notes, so 
much so that there is a select paper money collectors' club for those 
interested in Florida notes. George got to know nearly all the dealers 


and collectors of Florida notes and bought or traded with most of 
them. The specialty of Florida obsolete notes revolves around three 
key reference books: Florida Paper Money by Ron Bernice, Florida 
Obsolete and Scrip by Harley Freeman, and Illustrated History of 
Florida Paper Money by Daniel G. Cassidy.

Dr. James A. Kadin is a lifelong collector 
of stamps, coins, comics, memorabilia, and 
more. He has been collecting as long as he 
can remember, starting as a child at the age 
of 8. In his teenage years he became a stamp 
dealer, later selling his stamp inventory to 
pay for his last two years of medical school 
at the University of California at Irvine. 

After graduating from UCI, he joined the Navy as a medical 
doctor, serving for six years, including limited service in Vietnam. In 
1972, while in the service, he met his wife Christy and married her 
one year later. Together, they raised four children - Alex, Jennifer, 
Matthew and Jackie - all of whom are now grown and have 
careers of their own. Following his service in the Navy, he and his 
family moved to Southern California in 1974 and they continue to 
live there today. 


In 1975 he began to collect more earnestly, as his career offered 
him the financial capability to do so. He started with gold coins and 
amassed a substantial collection over the next 21 years. 

Then, in 1996, he found Pennsylvania dealer Alex Perakis and 
the 1896 Educational Series. With this, his first currency acquisition, 
he became solely focused on his currency collection, searching for 
the best large size currency he could afford, having learned from 
collecting coins that quality is much more important than quantity. 
In order to continue to focus and support his growing currency 
collection, he sold off a large portion of his gold coin collection and 
purchased currency exclusively from Perakis. Later he expanded his 
interests from large size to fractionals, nationals, and in the last five 
years, obsoletes. 

Dr. Kadin is now retired and still enjoys collecting, but on a much 
smaller scale.

As stated in the 
Ford VIII cataloguing in January 2005, any thoughts to view¬ 
ing this as a "scrip" note seem to dissipate rapidly. The note's 
obligation text is telling us it is a Bank Demand note and its 
creation is shortly after the initial Federal Demand notes is¬ 
sued of the United States Government. Instead of waiting for 
notes, these were created and could be redeemed for coins 
from the private mint or other medium such as the common¬ 
ly encountered gold dust from the miners. No issued Denver 
Clark, Gruber demand notes are known and they were cer¬ 
tainly well controlled in their brief time in circulation. What 
miner would want to be stuck with some paper note. For the 
bank, they would be safer sending $5,000 in notes by stage 
than the coins. If stolen, the serial numbers could always be 
voided off the books. In Dave Bowers important "Obsolete 
Paper Money Issued by Banks in the United States of America 
1782-1866," the bank's building had the sign "BANK AND 
MINT." The past six years has seen a few notes of this great 
rarity trade hands. The first example to appear was the full 
color proof in Ford VIII which fetched $77,625.00 in January 
2005 which basically shattered the price for an obsolete note 
at the time by a few multiples. The Schingoethe's owned the 


former Ford duplicate, a remainder such as this, which was a 
bit toned and is plated in Bowers (serial 2007, Plate A). They 
had paid $11,000.00 for it nearly 20 years ago. The third 
note to trade was in the 2008 FUN auction at brought what 
is the record price for an obsolete note at $126,500.00. All 
those facts combine an evidence packet anointing this as the 
illustrious demand note for the obsolete canon attesting to 
its legendary status. Though the paper is a uniformly toned, 
the color protectors are remarkable still fresh and bright. Eye 
appeal is considerable with a design that complements to 
period and issuer graciously. Once paper clipped to a docu¬ 
ment, there is trace rust at the upper right mentioned by 
PCGS. Archival handling is seen from the verso, but only 
three creases. Some petty blue ink on the back only shows to 
the face of wide bottom selvege. Outstanding in all regards 
with broad appeal to paper currency collectors and of course 
students of Territorial Gold coinage. A tremendous banknote 
and worthy rarity in this ANA World's Fair of Money paper 
money session. 

Clark, Gruber & Co. began their operations in Ft. Leaven¬ 
worth, Kansas in 1858. Milton E. and Austin M. Clark, joined 
forces with E,. H. Gruber to form this concern. The gold from 
the Denver area required considerable expense to handle 
from afar and the idea to have coining machinery in Den¬ 
ver and create a bank there was profitable and obvious. The 
Denver notes were printed in sheets of two positions, A-B, 
as observed by the margins on this note and an A position 
remainder observed. Rumors of a four-subject sheet existing 
would logically seem erroneous with that evidence in hand. 
The firm census of proofs and remainders is not firmly set. 
Besides the Ford proof, the other position may have been 
shown at the New York ANA years back and was priced at 
$37,000.00 by a dealer. Mumey plates a note (in the pocket 
sleeve), there are some in historical societies and not avail¬ 
able. Our estimate is there are five or so remainders in private 
hands with all closely held.

Once a decade or so, a few Nash notes 
will appear together and then all of sudden, there are virtually 
no notes seen for quite awhile. This bonanza of notes on the 
series that started three years ago will fleetingly end tonight. 
This is an exceptional opportunity. This is one of the most inter¬ 
esting issuers on the Indian Nations series during the Civil War. 
As stated in the lot description previously, the issuer is related 
to the Mayers in Fort Smith, Arkansas. However, though these 
may have been printed in Fort Smith, they are home issues 
from the Indian Nations area Fort Gibson. They are historic 
pieces of military emergency paper scrip. F.H. Nash operated as 
a sutler in this fort that had been abandoned by the Federals 
in 1857 (named after Col. George Gibson), but was reactivat¬ 
ed in 1861 by "The Grays." According to Doug Ball's analysis 
(see the 1987 VNA Auction by NASCA held in Richmond), the 
notes were part of a "note kiting" scheme between the four 
points specified on the Fort Smith Mayer issues. This note series 
was only payable at Van Buren and Fort Smith. It is a guess, but 
pedigree wise, many of these "C. N." and other Indian Nation 
designated notes may have come through Oklahoma and Mr.

Sitting face down, 
it looks like an alligator wallet is on the desk. Our research into 
the preparation of the Ford Part XX Sale catalogue makes us 
believe the rarity of this series has changed little, if at all, since 
1977. At that time, Criswell believed there were only six notes 
known on the entire series and he once owned three of them. 
This is one of the most treasured and well regarded notes from 
the Grover C. Criswell Collection. John J. Ford, Jr. was a major 
buyer in the Criswell Collection Sale held at the 1977 ANA. 
Bidding from the floor as #889 at the sale (per Douglas Ball's 
catalogue notations), this and the following Three Dollars note 
were quite aggressively estimated at $6,000 and $5,000 re¬ 
spectively (that was Grover's idea of course!).

Ford landed for $1,250 (no buyer's charge then) which in 
1977 was an enormous sum for any obsolete currency note, 
but especially a scrip note. The only modern auction record 
for a note from this issuer we tracked was 20 years ago at the 
1987 Ball-Richmond Sale: Lot 1101 (the 50 Cents, listed as 
Burgett 1) and his plate note. For this type of note and paper 
type, this is a lovely example. There are numerous vertical folds 
and handling, but this is a very solid example. Multiple pin¬ 
holes scattered across the note and a very short, hard to see 
edge tear. There are some wisps of foxing. Terminology aside, 


the grade of this note is superior and a bonus to its utmost 
rarity and desirability. A museum piece. 

All of the notes from this Confederate-lndian Nation pe¬ 
riod are fascinating. This Fort McCulloch issue is perhaps the 
most interesting and in our opinion, the rarest. This emer¬ 
gency scrip came about due to the lack of low denomination 
Confederate notes in the Territory. Notes of $5 or less were 
especially short as Secretary Memminger did not favor them. 
There were some $10 and higher denomination Confederate 
Treasury notes available, but no small bills. The issue was pro¬ 
duced at a local printer and the series without date or number 
would keep the emission amount discrete. Fort McCulloch it¬ 
self was built under orders of Brigadier General Albert Pike 
as Commissioner to the Indian Nations. It was located near 
present day Kenefik, Oklahoma, on the road that crossed the 
Blue River, along the routes that were on the way to several 
of the cities associated with the Mayers and Nash scrips such 
as Fort Gibson and Fort Smith. Pike wrote the following on 
May 4, 1862 to the War Department in Richmond: "Money 
is absolutely requisite. The people who have provisions and 
other suppliers are very unwilling to sell and the certified ac¬ 
counts [text missing]. With Confederate notes I can purchase 
an abundance [of goods] at fair prices." Pike got his Treasury 
notes, but small change was still needed. General Pike had 
Quesenbury produce these notes to prevent desertions due 
to lack of pay for construction projects by troops. Quesenbury 
quickly ceased the issue when he was denied the Confederate 
currency to redeem them (Pike's treasury was exhausted). They 
must have been exchanged for something of value as their 
great rarity today is unquestioned. This exceptional pair, ex the 
Ford Collection, came from the legendary Grover Criswell Sut¬ 
ler Note Collection. Though not technically Sutler notes, they 
were considered by him among the most important pieces in 
his 1977 ANA collection sale. 

William Minor Quesenbury (1822-1888) was born in Ar¬ 
kansas. He was a printer, soldier, and journalist. He fought at 
Buena Vista in 1846. In 1850 he emigrated to the California 
gold fields. After the War, he settled in Texas and died in Mis¬ 
souri.

This was also 
one of the most treasured and well regarded notes from the 
Grover C. Criswell Collection. This second note was actu¬ 
ally purchased at the 1977 ANA Sale moments before the 
One Dollar note since that was how it was ordered in the 


catalogue. This dated, different series also had a companion 
$2 note (Lot 4416) which went to another buyer. This note 
realized $1,350, which again in 1977 was an astonishing 
sum of money for a "rag picker's special" such as this. Back 
then, the expensive obsolete notes were Western, Mormon, 
and fancy proofs. However, expensive was more like $150 
and not four-figures. Any obsolete or back then "broken" 
banknote worth over $1,000 was a big eye opener. Com¬ 
pared to today's obsolete note price structure, this likely is 
the equivalent of a five-figure note. Based on the results 
of rare (but more available) Fort Gibson notes in the Ford 
XX and Schingoethe sales, this is worthy of approaching 
or exceeding the levels established in October 2007. Herb 
and Martha Schingoethe never owned an example of this 
note to our knowledge. The Ball-Richmond Fifty Cents did 
not go into their collection. The quality is exceptional for a 
southern Civil War scrip note and has some handling and 
some top edge pinholes. The note is bright with the look of 
higher grade. This is a note with the potential of being one 
of the great notes in the historic Confederate Scrip Note 
series. We were extremely impressed when we first saw this 
and the previous note when first organizing the Ford Sales. 
We are pleased to bring forth such a jewel to the collecting 
community once again, possessing its illustrious pedigree 
and track record as one of the highest prices ever paid for 
an obsolete scrip note at public auction.

The difference 
was the Choctaw Nation had already received $500,000 in 
claims (as opposed to the Cherokee having to wait for pay¬ 
ment amidst the post-Buchanan era Congressional malaise). 
They signed their treaty on July 21, 1861. The Choctaw, after 
siding with the Confederacy, raised three regiments of cav¬ 
alry for service in the Indian Territory, Texas, and Oklahoma 
regions. These particular notes were created in October 1862 
in an emission of $25,000. They were to satisfy the needs of 
the destitute, sick, crippled, etc. Toward the end of the war, 
the notes were essentially worthless and many were reissued 
with interest to be paid such as this note. Like many of these 
Indian Nation issues, there seems to have been a wide supply 
around 1961 and these may have also come through Amon 
Carter. This is an important Southern States series and they 
are justifiably receiving wider attention with their new listings 
in a well crafted, new reference work. This example is choice 
for the type with multiple folds and some light folding. The 
endorsements are on the faint side but fully visible. There are 
a few scattered pinholes.

25 Cents note was the Burgett Plate Note and came from his 
original collection in 1989. The comparative rarity rating with 
the other Indian Nations notes is tremendous and this is a very 
key location. Not only that, but this is an exceptional grade 
example that might be the finest known on the entire issue. 
There are three other notes we have studied and none are 
even close to this in terms of paper quality and eye appeal. 
There is moderate and even circulation with no flaws. There 
are some trivial pinholes. The color protectors are bold and 
colorful. This exceptional note was destined for five-figures 
in the Ford XX sale and exceeded expectations grandly to the 
tune of $40,250 making it one of the most expensive obsolete 
notes sold in the entire collection. It is among the top prices 
ever paid for an obsolete scrip note of any kind. The fabulous 
intersection of history, theme, pedigree, and condition make 
this a classic in the canon. 

Little is known about the details of this issue. However, it 
is well produced and so rare that most must have been re¬ 
deemed. North Fork was a Creek trading center with a large 
Free Black population. The Creek, commencing in 1861 had 
three treaties with the Confederates, and this notes is redeem¬ 
able in Confederate Notes. Today, the town is underneath 
Lake Eufaula.

The Security Printing Genius of Benjamin Franklin 


Benjamin Franklin's impact upon American currency was forged from his early life when 
he was apprenticed to a printer. Throughout his legendary, long and illustrious life, he 
always considered himself a master printer and applied much of the acumen and precision 
learned from this in his day to day life. Poor Richard's Collection is a diverse array exhibiting 
Franklin's impact upon security printing and paper currency from 1739 until 1781. Franklin's 
contributions and ingenuity were paramount in the evolution of money in Colonial America 
and later, the newly formed United States of America. Franklin began printing currency notes 
for Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and Delaware in the 1730s. Counterfeiting often plagued many 
issues and the innovative scientist that was Franklin invented Nature Print backs for currency 
notes to thwart imitations. These Nature Print backs were used for decades, across several 
issues, from those three colonies. 

His sole "B. Franklin" imprint is extremely rare and two of them are featured in this sale, 
highlighted by the finest, of two known, 1739 Pennsylvania Franklin Nature Print notes. 
Franklin's impact on the first 1775 Continental Currency notes is also of immense importance 
in the emergence of the United States. He designed two patriotic motifs and obtained 
special marbled paper, impossible to counterfeit, for the first $20 notes. Shortly thereafter, 
his influence upon American currency was considerable with his Fugio designs placed upon 
fractional Continental Dollar notes denominated from $1/6 to $2/3. His motto MIND YOUR 
BUSINESS on the face of the notes is iconic with present day numismatists. Franklin's great 
influence with American money and finance, from his early Pennsylvania currency to his 
important contributions to the Continental Currency is somewhat dwarfed by his most 
important mission of all, helping to finance the Revolutionary War as Minister to France. 

Highlighted in this special collection is an extremely important certificate, crafted by 
Franklin's printing genius and signed by him in 1781. The certificate issued for 1,000,000 
Livres in silver coin was part of 18,000,000 Livres the United States would borrow and repay 
the French Royal government for war financing. This is the first time an example has appeared 
in a numismatic sale and is a fitting finale to Poor Richard's collection, summarizing Franklin's 
master craftsmanship in printing at the pinnacle of his career as statesman, diplomat and 
scientist. Franklin is arguably the greatest American of all time and his direct involvement with 
paper currencies and money strongly cements his legacy in numismatics.

This is the finest early Nature 
Print note made from plates both created and printed 
by Franklin's own hand.A currency note that exemplifies 
Franklin's creative genius in currency security printing that 
would continue for decades, one of the myriad contributions 
he made during the course of his long, illustrious life.

Pedigree research conducted from June 2003 and through¬ 
out the Boyd-Ford Colonial project at Stack's yielded no auc¬ 
tion offerings of any other notes from this 1739 Pennsylvania 
series. In fact, including Boyd, we have four 1690/91 Mas¬ 
sachusetts Bay Bill of Credit auction records at hand over the 
past dozen years. This note series is clearly much, much rarer 
and passed as current money in wider circulation among the 
populace. The other example from this series known to us, 
also a 20 Shillings, was sold in the 2009 White Oak et al sale 
by Stack's in Baltimore. That note was laminated heavily in 
plastic on both sides and had once been bought on the bourse 
floor at a Strasburg show long ago.

This mar¬ 
bled paper also inspired Franklin to use a similar marbled 
paper for the United States loan certificates made near 
Paris to finance the American Revolution. Most impor¬ 
tantly, he sketched the stirring face and back emblem 
designs and mottos used. Paired together, they were also 
used on the May 10, 1775 Session $30 notes and three 
subsequent resolution's $30 notes. This note is the finest 
1775 Marbled Edge $20 Continental extant by far. 
The paper quality is as made with only the tiniest corner 
bend visible. Tremendous natural embossing is seen on 
both sides in conjunction with razor sharp printing clarity. 
Fully margined face, though slightly skewed centering. 
The face to back registration is less than perfect from the 
back, a minor triviality in the big picture of the magnifi¬ 
cence of this example. This museum piece exceeds the 
three notes sold in Ford VIII by leaps.

We have only encountered one other complete sheet of¬ 
fered for sale of this type in the modern era.

There were also 
holes along those gutter folds, some touching notes. Com¬ 
pared to that example, this should clearly be a sheet worthy of 
flirting with or exceeding a six-figure realization.

Three lines of 
text in Franklin's hand written above his signature, under the 
set text. The translation is: This letter will serve as the one and 
only piece with the duplicate which we have delivered today. 
Official United States loan certificate payable to the French 
treasury for funds used in financing the American Revolution; 
created and produced by Franklin in his role as Minister Pleni¬ 
potentiary to France. The printed form executed in the high¬ 
est style of Franklin's printing craftsmanship composed with 
multiple typefaces which were exclusively his: sloped roman, 
Mozet's round italics, and "italique defantasie." An extremely 
important historical document created shortly after the major 
victory at Saratoga and the treaty of alliance with France. This 
particular certificate was part of 18,000,000 Livres authorized 
from France to the United States, accomplished in twenty-one 
loans (see Anderson, p.5). Cited as William G. Anderson/R. M. 
Smythe Catalogue US-2; High Rarity-6 (13-20 known). Hes- 
sler U.S. Loans X5 (please note, in Hessler that US-2 and US-3 
are the same bond when cross-referenced to Anderson). The 
document is a majestic piece of American Revolutionary War 
history. 

Franklin, a man greatly loved and respected by the French, 
had been appointed Minister Plenipotentiary with the mis¬ 
sion of obtaining loans and military assistance from France 
for fighting the Revolutionary War. The importance of these 
loans to our fledgling country was paramount; they would 
secure the independence of the newly formed United States 
of America. The United States was loaned 18,000,000 Livres 
(silver specie) from France. The King of France, Louis XVI re¬ 
ceived these magnificent certificates in return. 

Gazing upon the document evokes the image of Benjamin 
Franklin at his press, with his formidable intellect keenly fo¬ 
cused on the creation of a certificate befitting an international 
document from the emerging United States. From the mo¬ 
ment he personally negotiated the loan of 18,000,000 Livres 
with the French royal government to the instant he took his 
quill pen in hand to sign as our country's representative, this 
was Franklin's endeavor. There is most certainly no other per¬ 
son ever to negotiate a crucial loan with a foreign country, and 
then proceed to print the official document. This certificate 
was designed and printed with craftsmanship and ingenuity 
unsurpassed by his contemporaries. Benjamin Franklin's bril¬ 
liance as both revered statesman and master printer are show¬ 
cased within. 

Franklin's journey in life was a remarkable one; despite hav¬ 
ing little formal education, he rose from life as a lowly printer's 
apprentice to a position of global fame and renown. His habit 
of reading everything that he typeset and printed, starting 
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from his boyhood days, gave him an awareness of current 
events and trends. Franklin was a true polymath, filled with an 
unquenchable desire for knowledge. He not only outworked 
the other, older established printers but also studied the me¬ 
chanics of printing and improved upon the process. The loan 
certificates, printed on his press in his residence at Passy were 
justifiably a great source of pride. Although the world knew 
him as a patriot, scientist, inventor, writer, philanthropist and 
diplomat, Franklin always considered himself a printer first; at 
the age of 75, he created a masterwork, setting new stan¬ 
dards for others to emulate. 

Benjamin Franklin arrived in Paris in his official role as Min¬ 
ister in 1776. A chateau befitting a man of Franklin's stature 
in Passy, outside Paris, was donated to the American cause 
by Jacques-Donatien Le Ray de Chaumont. It was there that 
Franklin had a private press set up for his official needs, such 
as printing these bonds, making passports and producing oth¬ 
er legal documents in the secure environment of his residence. 
This United States loan certificate, created and printed from 
the press at Passy, where he also produced his famous baga¬ 
telles, was his crowning achievement as a printer and states¬ 
man. In order to showcase his exclusive fonts, he obtained 
special reams of wove paper made by James Whatman in Eng¬ 
land. (Whatman's father, the elder James Whatman, invented 
wove paper with its smooth, even texture, revolutionizing 
the paper industry.) Each sheet of paper was then marbled 
separately down the center of the sheets so that, when cut by 
hand in a wavy fashion, the halves would form an indented 
pair that could be rejoined at time of repayment. The marbling 
process proved to be both challenging and time consuming, 
leading to a lengthy delay in the delivery of the paper to Frank- 
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lin; but the addition of the marbling was an integral part 
of the document. The security and authenticity of these 
certificates was a major concern, just as it was when 
Franklin invented the Nature Print method used to deter 
the counterfeiting of currency. The multi-color marbled 
design, impossible to duplicate, served as an absolute de¬ 
terrent to the counterfeiting of the loan certificates. The 
idea to use marbled paper as a counterfeit deterrent for 
the certificates was certainly inspired by Franklin's earlier 
use of marbled edge paper for the 1775 $20 Continen¬ 
tal Currency note. Long in the habit of improving upon 
the ideas of others, Franklin improved upon his own idea 
in this instance. The center marbling, while a technical 
ordeal for the marbler, was brilliantly conceived both to 
thwart counterfeiting and to give the certificates a majes¬ 
tic presence. When Franklin returned from France to the 
United States he brought the rest of the marbled paper 
with him and gave it to his grandson, Benjamin Franklin 
Bache, who used it to print Bank of North America bank 
notes in 1789. One of the fonts used in printing these 
bank notes was Benjamin Franklin's own sloped roman, 
the predominant font on the loan certificates. 

These loan certificates are extremely rare and of 
the utmost importance. Although approximately 
twenty examples exist, we know of only two in 
private collectors' hands. The rest are held by muse¬ 
ums and foundations, unlikely ever to be available to the 
collecting public. Over half are in one foundational loca¬ 
tion, part of the Benjamin Franklin Bache family papers. 
This 1781 loan certificate is the first ever offered in a 
numismatic catalogue. The stellar Boyd Collection did 


not have an example of this certificate. New Netherlands, 
Pine Tree, NASCA, Smythe, Stacks, and numerous other 
auction houses never catalogued or sold an example 
of this historic piece. Its revered place is at the pinnacle 
of Poor Richard's Collection of notes tracing Benjamin 
Franklin's direct influence on American currency. 

The condition of the document is excellent. The wide 
right marbled edge exhibits vibrant colors throughout. 
Boldly and evenly printed texts with neat pen accom¬ 
plishment by Franklin. The Franklin signature is superb, 
clear and precise. Near the far left is a small smudge. The 
certificate was lightly folded across at one time and there 
is some other minor handling seen. There is very light, 
uniform tone to the paper. The document is back corner 
tip mounted to a wide piece of Bristol board for display 
within a frame. The bottom right of the marbling is a 
bit dark from the glue used to hold its corner down. In¬ 
cluded with the document and mounted to the board 
is a short history of the piece and Franklin at Passy to 
the left. To the right is a translation of the French texts 
from the certificate. Along with a custom top mat, there 
is a simple gold painted wood frame.

This beautiful presentation volume is offered with¬ 
out estimate, the proceeds from the sale of this book (in¬ 
cluding the buyer's premium) are to be equally divided 
between the library research funds of the American Nu¬ 
mismatic Association and the American Numismatic So¬ 
ciety at the request of Bruce Roland Hagen and Stack's 
Bowers Galleries. A superb volume of numismatic literature, 
uniquely crafted and beautiful on many levels.

When I conceived The 52 Col¬ 
lection project, I never realized that 
it would be such a turning point 
in my professional career and life. 
When I wrote the proposal to "pitch 
it" to Chris Karstedt, Larry Solomon 
and Harold Anderson, I worked for 
Stack's and that is the logo on both 
color card covers. They were excited 
about this project, to be sold in New 
York City at my request, as this is my 
home. I wanted my friends who have 
meant so much to me to be there 
at the sales, some for decades and 
some seemingly for comparative 
moments. Everyone who attended 
the sales took away something dif¬ 
ferent, often inscrutable. Some just 
came for the buffet, but that's OK. 
The camaraderie and intensity of creating the catalogues was 
a superb team effort at 110 West 57th Street and New Hamp¬ 
shire as everyone believed how specially crafted this would 
be. It would reflect my eclectic personality quirks (Whales in 
Space?), but strive to achieve numismatic research cataloging 
in the greatest traditions of Stack's, NASCA, New Netherlands, 
and the amazing Bowers catalogues done over the past 30 
years plus. I can't emphasize enough how grateful I am to the 
mentioned people above and to many others, living and dead, 
who stamped themselves, either by pedigree or participation, 
upon these sale catalogues and the auctions themselves. The 
other consignors who participated graced the catalogues with 
their fine taste in currency and added to the diversity making 
all the better. The sale days themselves were intense like any 
other auction, but the bidder's anticipation at their opportuni¬ 
ties to buy blended this into a special event for all.

From Brian Kendrella and 
Chris Napolitano to Ron Castro in shipping, I head back to 
New York City with more than my dignity and sanity, I return 
with dozens of new friends and colleagues that I plan on trea¬ 
suring along with the myriad others who have graced my path 
and strengthened me through the years. My decades in nu¬ 
mismatics have been an evolv¬ 
ing process, but perhaps these 
past six months have been the 
most illuminating. Thank you 
everyone for encouraging me 
on this path-past, present and 
future.

Both penned 
signatures are visible, but that of the president is soft. The 
third and final offering of this type on Alabama, a historic oc¬ 
casion that has happened at least one other time, when Dave 
Bowers secured these three landmark notes for the presently 
offered collection. The First National Bank of Mobile had the 
lowest charter number in the state of Alabama, and contin¬ 
ued in operation through the end of the National Banking era.

Notes are fairly common, but 
more so in small-size format by about two to one. Of course, 
where the early types are concerned, all bets are off as they 
are all extremely rare. In fact, just three Original Series notes 
are known, with no Series of 1875 examples reported at all.

A landmark note, 
and without question one of the most prized highlights of the Q. David Bowers Collection. National Bank notes on the various ter¬ 
ritories are always in demand, and such an attractive example as this one from Montana would be counted among the center- 
pieces of most collections as it is here. Perhaps six or so vertical creases account for the grade, but the eye appeal and freshness are 
those of a solid EF note. The paper is bright and clean, while the red overprints are vivid and the green back is as sharp as one could 
ask for at this grade. A short, old penned name is seen in the upper right margin on the back in the light brown ink that is typi¬ 
cal to the officers' signatures. The face is beautifully centered, with wide margins all around. The back is centered just a little low, 
but the margins are still comfortably broad. Finely penned signatures remain sharp. No pinholes or other imperfections are seen. 
The note is among those later issued Original Series examples that had the red charter number overprinted in the style authorized by the 
Act of June 20, 1874, and adopted as standard procedure for the Series of 1875.The Missoula National Bank was chartered May 14, 
1873, solidly 16 years before Montana statehood, and issued just over $136,000 in currency during this period, less than 5% of what it 
would circulate by the end of the note-issuing era. The bank had two different titles in the territorial period, the one on this note, and 
First National Bank of Missoula, adopted in February 1889. No territorial notes bearing this second title are known, but notes issued after 
statehood are not that rare. Today, there are just eight confirmed survivors on this charter from the territorial period. Four of those are 
from one saved, but mishandled sheet, serial #100, and the notes are all EF, or so. The presently offered note is also listed in the Census 
as EF, a testament to its abundant eye appeal, and certainly is a very respectable example that is lucky to have survived at all. There are 
only two auction records in the Track and Price database for territorial notes on this bank, a VG $1 example that sold in 2006, and the last 
appearance of the present note in 2003.

Bidder 
further acknowledges and agrees that grades assigned by Stack's Bowers and lot 
descriptions are based solely upon an examination of the coins and are intended 
to note any perceived characteristics. However, coin grading and descriptions 
are subjective. Stack's Bowers does not warrant the accuracy of such grading or 
descriptions. All photographs in this catalog are of the actual items being sold but 
may not be the actual size or to scale. 

3. The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer shall have the right to open or accept 
the bidding on any lot by placing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her 
agent, a Bidder by mail, telephone, internet or telefax; or any other participant in 
the Auction Sale.

A UNIQUE RARITY 


from the S.S. Central America Treasure! 



The most important treasure ever found was that of the S.S. 
Central America. Lost in the Atlantic on September 12, 1857, the 
ship went down with several hundred passengers and about SI.6 
million in United States gold coins and ingots from the Gold 
Rush, in an era in which gold was valued at S20.67 per ounce. No 
greater or more important American numismatic treasure will ever 
be found, as no greater treasure was ever lost! 

In the 1980s the Columbus-America Discovery Group, led by 
Tommy Thompson and Bob Evans, located the wreck of the S.S. 
Central America in 7,200 feet of water far off the coast of North 
Carolina, and in 1999, the treasure was made available. On behalf 
of investors, Dwight Manley formed the California Gold Market¬ 
ing Group (CGMG) to sell the treasure, comprising over 5,000 
freshly minted 1857-S double eagles, nearly 500 gold ingots from 
Gold Rush assayers, and other coins—somewhat over 6,000 
items in all. 

In 2000 a special “Ship of Gold” exhibit was the prime attrac¬ 
tion at the ANA Convention and other venues as viewers saw 
the treasures first-hand. Beth Deisher, editor of Coin World.\ called 
the Central America gold “the story of the year.” Excitement was 
everywhere! 

In the meantime a close associate of the CGMG was given 
his first choice to buy any ingot—before CGMG offered them 


elsewhere. He picked the unique 
Harris & Marchand gold bar attributed 

to Marysville, California. After this, all the ingots and coins were 
sold; today the aftermarket for the gold treasure is dynamic, and 
purchasers can bask in the warm glow of the appreciation of value. 

In 2004 this unique ingot and other S.S. Central America high¬ 
lights, plus a rich assortment of coins and artifacts, went on a grand 
tour titled GOLD! This traveling exhibit drew visitors from New 
York City to Tokyo, with stops in between. The GOLD! world 
tour ended in Chicago in March 2011, having been viewed by mil¬ 
lions. Now the owner of ingot No. 7095, having owned it since 
2000, has decided to let someone else share the pleasure and has 
consigned it to Stacks Bowers Galleries. 

Never before has this unique ingot been offered for public sale. 
The fortunate owner will be the only person who has the pos¬ 
sibility of building a set of the seven different ingot varieties! 
Needless to say, once sold this opportunity may not recur in the 
lifetime of anyone living today.
